This 
takes much time, but unless they begin with something fixed in mind they soon 
cannot recall ail the inv -ntion? and start tumbling over the lies.

I do not believe Oswald drove to Mexico, nor do I sen any advantage in 
it for him. Howovor, this is not the only norsiblo Carter connection, iho wreci-ced 
cer could be of o*hor interest. But lierwld, unless he is advneturing, mrst nave 
some reason for the belief, ©specie iy after darter contredicte 1 it.
